Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been 
reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/04/09 has been 
entered and an Action follows. 

DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the claim 

Claims 4-5, 10-13 and 17 are currently pending in the Instant Application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to the Applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Reason for Allowance 
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The prior art of record does not expressly teach alone or in combination 
determining or calculating, based on stored usage record related to the use of a 
product distributed by a middleman, payback value(s) to both a user of the product 
and the middleman. Hence, claims 4-5, 10-11, 12-13 and 17 are said to be allowable 
over the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

In a Wall Street Journal (Col. 3, Pg. 5 , Sec. B) article, "ADVERTISING: AD 
NOTES " published on Friday September 4 1998, it is described that True North 
Communications says its Properties Group has trademarked several promotions including 
Music Cash and Movie Cash, which allow consumer-products companies to give 
consumers rewards for product usage (S). See Abstract. 

USP 6,049,789 to Frison discloses a software pay-per-use (PPU) licensing 
system. The PPU licensing system includes one or more licensor license management 
system (LMS) and one or more licensee LMS. Each licensee LMS includes one or more 
components that operate to grant pay-per-use licenses for software applications, including 
data collection on amount of usage licenses granted, and to monitor operational states of 
the pay-per-use license granting and data collection operations, including periodic 
reporting of state and usage license granted data to a licensor LMS. Each licensor LMS 
includes components that operate to receive, store and process state and usage license 
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granted data for the software applications from the licensee systems, including 
verification of timely periodic reporting from the licensee LMS (See abstract). 

USP 6,418,421 to Hurtado discloses a system for tracking HHB of digital 
content on IB devices. Electronic stores coupled to a network sell licenses to play 
digital content data to liflH. Content players, which receive from the network the 
licensed content data, are IHH to play the licensed content data. Additionally, a logging 
site that is coupled to the network tracks the playing of the content data. In particular, the 
logging site receives play information from the network, and the play information 
includes the number of times that the content data has been played by the associated 
content player. Also provided is a method for tracking BUS of digital content on PH 
devices. According to the method, a license to play digital content data is sold to a lllll 
and the licensed content data is transmitted to a content player for the 1K§| Further, 
information is transmitted to a logging site whenever the content data is played by the 
content player or copied from the content player to an external medium so that BB S of 
the licensed content data can be tracked (See abstract). 

USP 6,185,683 to Ginter discloses that documents and other items can be 
delivered electronically from sender to recipient with a level of trustedness approaching 
or exceeding that provided by a personal document courier. A trusted electronic go- 
between can validate, witness and/or archive transactions while, in some cases, actively 
participating in or directing the transaction. Printed or imaged documents can be marked 
using handwritten signature images, seal images, electronic fingerprinting, watermarking, 
and/or steganography. Electronic commercial transactions and transmissions take place in 
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a reliable, "trusted" virtual distribution environment that provides significant efficiency 
and cost savings benefits to users in addition to providing an extremely high degree of 
confidence and trustedness. The systems and techniques have many uses including but 
not limited to secure document delivery, execution of legal documents, and electronic 
data interchange (EDI). See abstract. 

USP 6,269,395 discloses a computer program and computer-based system for 
providing a user interface listing services associated with one or more access points or 
service providers. If a user selects a service associated with a first access point, the 
program, without further input from the user, connects with the access point, provides the 
access point with the user's password and user ID, if necessary, as well as access point 
specific network configuration parameters and launches the selected service. If the user 
then selects another service associated with the same access point, the program, without 
further input from the user, launches the other service. If the user selects a service 
associated with a second access point, if a second communication link is available, the 
program, without further input from the user, connects with the second access point, 
provides any necessary password, user ID and network configuration parameters to the 
access point and launches the service. If a second communication link is unavailable, the 
program queries the user as to whether the user would prefer to launch the service from 
the second access point, or maintain connection to the first access point. If the user 
wishes to launch the service from the second access point, without further input from the 
user, the program disconnects from the first access point, connects to the second access 
point and provides the second access point with any necessary password, user ID and
